Spiced Roast Mutton. 
Take any cut of young mutton sut- 
able for’ roasting and prepare as fol- 
lows: Rub well with a teaspoonful of 
t, an even, teaspoontul of pepper and 
place in an iron baking pan ,with six 
whole cloves, one dozen whole allspice. 
three tabjespoonfuls of sugar, a third
